Briefly 


The name of Dr Felix G. Bauer of Chatswood, New 
South Wales is almost synonymous with excellence in 
chiropractic radiography. Since its inception he has been 
chairman of the radiographic division of the ACA 
Council on Radiology, and of its predecessor, the X-ray 
Advisory Committee. A native of Switzerland, he first 
became interested in chiropractic when, as a student of 
architecture, he suffered a back injury which could only 
be treated successfully with chiropractic. Soon afterward 
he enrolled at the Palmer School of Chiropractic, where 
he obtained his DC degree in 1936. After a one-year 
internship in BJ Palmer's private clinic, Dr Bauer came to 
Australia and established the clinic in Chatswood, where 
he has practised for some 50 years. 


Dissatisfied with the quality of radiographs in both 
chiropractic and medicine, Dr Bauer continued experi- 
ments in radiography which he had begun at Palmer 
College, with a view to improving x-ray quality. He has 
invented an extensive set of density-equalising filters for 
use in spinal radiography, a set of male and female gonad 
shields, a simple method of steadying head and neck in 
cervical radiography and an easy-to-use but effective 
bilateral compression device for lumbar and pelvic radio- 
graphy. To this day, Dr Bauer has never patented his 
products; rather he hand-crafts each item individually in 
his own workshop. 


In 1967 he was personally responsible for defending 
the chiropractor’s right to take diagnostic x-rays when 
that right came under fire from the New South Wales 
Health Department.
